Maſter General of the Horſe: who 
chuſcs theſe Poſts,and appoints them 
to the Captains who are to mount 
the Guard, 

The Captain being come to- che 
Court of Guard, ought to cauſe his 
Troqp and thoſe that he has for the 
Guard, to halt: he is to go and view 
the Poſts of the Vedettes, having-the 
Quarter-Maſter and the Yedettes that 
he is to place with him, and cauſing 
the Quarter-Maſter obſerve theit 
Poſts, 'to the end he may go relieve, 
and viſit them during the night. 

The Captain ſhall inform himſelf 
by 
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y the ocher Capmain wh is to. dif- 
unt the Guard, of the Orders 
h hich he muſt obſerve, and of what 
he is to do, inquiring exattly into all 
it = 3 and whilſt he goes to Poſt 
fthe Yedettes, the Lieutenant of the 
: Guard ought to remain on Horſeback 
it the head of the Squadron which is

The firſt thing that:a General ſhould 
do when he has irecerved his 'Orders 
from the King, 'written and oounter- 
fignedby his :Secretary-of War, is to 
endeavour to follow punually the 
fame orders, that he may thetberter 
ſucceed in them, 'and give no advan- 
"tage to his Enemies who are jealous 
of :his glory. He'ought have a Jour- 
nal Book , -wherein he {hall cauſe/to 
be'inſerted by his:chief Secretary, all 
the Orders, Letters., and Anſwers, 
which he {ball have received or given, 
that he may be (thereby 'always 'in'a 
condition to give his Soveraign 'an 
account of his. duty :and aCtions. 
The General knowing (into what 
place he is to:carry the 'War, and 'if
